Those desiring to go to Africs by 
steamships, which is a more desirable 
ronte, must go by Liverpool, England, 
or Hamburg, Germany, but as we al- 
ways go by Liverpool, we will confine 
ourselves to that route. 

Third class fare from New York to 
Liverpool $20.00, second clas fare 
from New York to Liverpoot from 
$30.00 to $40.00, first class fare from 
— York to Liverpool from $60.00 to

When Lord Shelburne could not 
command a majority, he resigned. 
Under the Duke of Portland e coali- 
tion ministry was formed in April 
1783. Lord North and Charles James 
Fox, secretaries of state. At the close 
of the year Fox introduced the Indis 
bill which passed the commons, but 
not the Lords. King George III., now 
commanded both North and Fax to 
deliver the seals of office; and he 
formed a new administration, with 
William Pitt at its head” Mr. Pitt 
most «trenously opposed the celebrat- 
ed India bill that was introduced by 
Mr. Fex, and he, Pitt being backed 
by the crown, framed a new bill which 
was the same as Mr. 
Fox's, but the wer un 
in the crown. Authority says of Pitt 
that in all his motions, brought for- 
ward on the most patriotic motives, 
conducted with consummate skilt, and 
enforced by a commanding eloquenee, 
he had been decidedly beaten; and 
the majorities contined equally strong 
„against him, even after the dismissal 
of the coalition cabinet was forescen ; 
his apparent presumption and th- 
ful folly in attempting to withstand 
this opposition became an object of in- 
ceaxant ridicule in the house; for con- 
temptnously fpronouncing ita politi- 
cal absurdity unparalleled 
in the annals of immature 
ambition, aud staking his reputation 
for political foresight on the stoppage 
of all business under this shadow of a 
ministry. To reduce the national 
debt, Mr. Pitt introduced in the early 
Session of 1786, in parliament his cele- 
brated plan of a einking fund.“ This 
was opposed, but after a suggested 
amendment by Mr. Fox the bill

during the first year of life nearly forty 
per cent. are diseases of the digestive 


diseases of the organs of respiration. Of 
the fret mentioned, summer complaint 
and cholera inſautum constitute the great 
majority of enses. 

The causes of summer complaints can 
invariably be traced to one or two fac- 
tors —atmospheric or dietetic. 

When caused by the atmosphere it is 
due to the large percentage of moisture 
which it contains, This prevents the 
proper evaporation of the perspiration 
fro] the «kin, which in turn causes & 
sout stomach and the usual consequences 
$0 familiar to mothers who live in a 
densely populated neighborhood. With 
proper precautions many oases of gum 
mer complaint could be prevented. 

During the hot weather very young 
children should be bathed night an 
morning and sponged several times, & 
day with water at a temperature of about 
ninety degrees. The coglting fect of 
this seems to be greater and more lasting 
thau when cold water is uscd. By dis- 
solving a small quantity of baking soda 
in the water prickly heat, which is a 
great source of annoyance to the little 
vnes, can usually be prevented. 

A bath thermometer should always be 
uged, as the temperature of the water 
cannot be actually determined with the 

and. 

Wnen possible children under two 
years of age should be sent to the coun- 
try aud kept there until October, 

Many of the dietetie“ cascs can be pre- 
vented by the observance of tuch simple 
precautions as regularity in time and 
quantity of each ſeeding, Nursing 
mothers should avoid such articles of 
diet as crabs, Tohster, cams and codfisb; 
as they are frequently the cause of hives. 

Under no circumstances should nurs- 
ing children be weaued during the hot 
summer months, as it renders them liable 
to an attack of summer complaint, which 
in such cases is always very. serious. A 
fact that is Seldom thought of by many 
mothers is that a child can be thirsty 
without necessarily being hungry at the 
same time. They therefore compel it to 
«at in order to satisfy its thirst. An oc- 
casional drink of water instead of fd. 
will do much towards preventing an at- 
tack of the much-dreagded summer com- 
plaint. When there is the least ground 
for supposing that the water is cont«min- 
ated with disease germs, or when im- 
pure, it should be thoroughly boiled be- 
fore using. __ 

When a child is fdwen with an attack 
of summer complaint and a doctor is not 
at hand, « dose of castor oil should be 
given at once and followed in two or 
three hours by a teaspoonſul of compound 
chalk mixture, which dose may be re- 
peated every hour or two until the sym- 
tomy cease.

Suppose, for instance, that on s 
broken site you have a house which 
shows « long main wall, of rough stone 
below and of wood above, with at one 
end « projecting turret where tha 
stonework has been carriedto a Higher 
point, and at the other end a piazza 
with sturdy posts and a low «loping 
roof. Clothe such a house all in 
ereepers of one sort and yon do your 
best to obliterate tho architect's ac- 
centuations and to turn what should 
be a stikingly picturesque into a mo- 
notonons picture.

Valuable Woods of Argentine. 

While the upper provinces and terri- 
tories of the Argentine Republic are 
an almost nnbroken forest of primeval 
proportions, in which are to be found 
hundreds of kinds of hard woods sus-

ings, yet the country is almost devoid 
of the soft woods of commerce. There 
are pines both in Misiones and along

At present, however, the only 
woods which reach Bu*nos Ayres, or 
are shipped abroad are tho hard woods 
of the Gran Chaco. . Owing to their 
gpecific gravity it is impossible to float 
the logs down the Paraua River; but 
they are brought down in :hatas, or 
flat bottomed boats, or are loaded from 


tho banks directly in sailing veasels 
bound to European ports, There is a 
growing demand for them both in 
German and French manufacturing 
centers, where they are used for cabinet 
work or are sawe into ornamental 
reneering.

ut. Finding that both the Aſricaa Mesthodi at Episcopal Church, and the African 
Methodist Episcopal Zion Church have such a2 Epizcopat form of goverament as is 
common to Episcopal Methodist; and that they alike have the twenty five articles 
of religion, the general rules, the reatrictive rules, and the same ordination, eucha- 
ristic, marriage, baptismal, and burial service, with claw me-tings, love feasts and 
other forms of worship peculiar to Episcopal Methodigtn; with getivral, anaual, du- 
triot and quarterly conferences, and auch-like, We recommen4 that they all be re- 
tained in the United Church, with all the rights, prerogaiives and responsibilities 
dz at present. 
2d. Finding that both churches believe that the sacred Scriptures, is the word of 
God, and that the ministers and members have a concordant faith upon all the car- 
dinal doctrines of Chistichity; such as conviction for ain, justific tion by faith, 
zanctification by the Holy Spirit, the imm vrtality of the soul, the reurrection of the 
dead, and other fundamental doctrines of Mothodiam, which will need no change 
or modification. We recommend that all statutery laws and rules be submitted to 
the Uaited General Conference, for such alterations, mod fications or addenda, as 
may be found necessary to perfect and perpetuate the union. 
$. As the general conference of both connections have agreed upon « name for 
ihe United Church, namely: African and Zion Methodist Edizcopal Oburch, we 
eubmit the same for the concurrence of the hervinafter desiguated conferences and 
congregations. 
4th. All deeds, titles, claims and mort ages, tor W against either of the eaid 
churches or denotninations, «hall vest or be fixed in the United Church, on and 
after the ratification of this agreement, ani the trustees or officials, shall zue and 
be sued, plead and be impleaded as though no change of title had taken place.

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THAr tire car's motlon has an appro 
eiable effect upon artillery fire, deflect- 
ing the projeotile from a straight course, 
may be news to many, and as such would 
probably seem « novel notion. It has, 
and the exact nature and extent of the 
effeot is an importan} point of study 
with artillery experts, An Euglish army 
expert told of the results — in- 
teresting experiments along this line in 
a paper read before the Royal Artillery 
Institution the other day. Firing from 
north to south there is a divergence of 
projectiles to the left duo to the earth's 
rotation, and firing due north the diver- 
gence is to the right. The extent of the 
pull“ varies at different points on the 
earth's surface, and with projectiles fired 
at different speeds and elevations, In 
England a deflection of five inches is 
found to occur with the projectile of 8 
12-pounder in a 4 000 yard range.
